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SAYS EVERY STATE 
MUST MEET ITS QUOTA. 

If The Needs Of The Boys 
With The Colors Are To 
Be Adequately Met. 

"Every State in the Union must 
"plan to add largely to its present 
quota of the United War Work 
Campaign is to adequately meet the 
demands of our boys with the colors 
during the coming year," declared 
Dr. John R. Mott, of New York, dir 
ector general of the campaign before 
a conference of delegates from 14 
States at Chicago last Saturday. 
Kentucky delegates with others from 
the department were tremendously 
moved and inspired by Dr. Mott's 
address. I 

Dr. Mott has had charge of the 
army Y. M. C. A. work ever since the 
association entered welfare work 
overseas shortly after Germany start- 
ed the war. He has visited Europe 
five times during the past four years 
and has gone to every part of the 
fighting front and into the prison 
camps. When the Y. M. C. \., the 
Y. W. C. A., the National Catholic 
War Council, the Jewish Welfare 
Board, the War Camp Community. 
Service, the American Library As- 
sociation, and the Salvation Arn.y 
joined in the United War Work Cam- 
paign at the request of President 
WUson Mr. Mott was unanimously 
elected director general of the cam- 
paign. 

Gives Five Reasons. 

Herewith are given very briefly 5 
reasons presented by Dr. Mott why 
the national quota of 170,500,000 must 
bt largely in creased during the cam- 
paign the week of November 11. 

"First— Conditions are changing 
•constantly. More men are overseas 
now than it was considered possible 
to move in that length of time. Per- 
sonally, I believe the end of the 
struggle is far away. Even though 
the end should come next month we 
will have to reckon with the welfare 
of a million more men than we figur- 
ed on last May when our budgets 
Mere made up and O. K'd by the war 
department. 

"Second — In framing our budgets, 
the navy was left out. When wc en- 
tered the war we had less than 200 
ships; by Christmas we will have 
2,000. Our navy today is larger than 
all the navies of the world combined 
at the begining of the war. Look 
what that navy has done! Tran- 
sported over two million men over- 
seas with less than 300 lives lost. 
Nothing in history compares with it 

"Third — This is a war of the entire 
people. It is .also a war on machines 
In every war the burden has been 
heavier on the women and this one 
is particularly so on account of the 
women in munitions work. Eleven 
million graves are now filled and 
millions of mained must be provided 
for. We will see the effects of this 
war in the bent backs of the women 
of this and coming generations. 

"Fourth — This is a comprehensive 
service. We must take the American 
home, library, college, club, stage, 
gymnasium, atheletic fields, churches 
and synagogues to the men. Sure- 
ly the American people will not allow 
us to drop one of these. 

"Fifth— We cannot neglect our al- 
lies. For three long years before we 
recognized our duty, they saw theirs. 
I have made five trips to Europe 
aince 1VIU. The Y. M. C. A. which 
I represented put up the first French 
foyer' do soldat or, fireside, as the 
French term is. We did it only 
after repeated attempts with French 
army officials. Finally one general 
said he would allow one hut in one 
spot with one man in charge to try 
it out. We have just dedicated our 
one thousandth foyer du soldat. 
Every one of the thousand was made 
possible and was supported by Amer- 
ican money. I saw Y. M. C. A. huts 
in the Alps ti.000 feet up. I have 
watched those huts go up in Kussia, 
across Siberia, in prison camps, in 
Macedonia, Egypt. Palestine, East 
Africa. 



Wm. McGovern, of Free, Kentucky 
has received a letter from his - 
James McGovern, who is in France 
and has recently bee n wounded. In 
writing to his parents, young M 
Govern says: 

"I have been 'over the top' several 
times, and have faced everything the 
Huns have except bayonets and they 
won't stand long enough for me to 
get close to them. They either run or 
throw up their hands and yell 'com 
rades.' " 

McGovern is from Hancock county, 
but well known here. He is in the 
84th Division. 



First Xmas Labels Arrive 

Washington, Oct. 28.— The first of 
the Christmas parcel labels designed 
to facilitate the shipment of holiday 
boxes to the more than 2,000,000 sol- 
diers now in France have retched 
this country. Inmaking this anounce- 
ment to-day the Red Cross said rel 
atives of soldiers now overseas proba 
bly will receive these labels in the 
course of a few days and should ar 
range to prepare the Christmas boxes 
with out delay. The boxes, with 
complete instructions regarding the 
articles which may be sent, may be 
obtained without charge at Red Cross 
chapters or branches after Novem- 
ber L 

Only one package for each soldier 
will be accepted by the War Depart- 
ment. Every man in the expedition- 
aryforces has received a label and has 
been directed to send it to the person 
in the United States from whom he 
wishes to receive a Christmis p ircel. 
Parcels that do not carry this label 
will not be accepted and none will 
be accepted after November 20.

soldiers situated north-west of Ver- 
dum have been unusually busy during 
the last month.. 

A few of the things which the 
Yanks have done in less than thirty 
days time in their larger operations 
against the Germans, have been to 
capture more than 20.0oO prisoners, 
free over forty-five villages and ad- 
advanced to an average depth of ten 
miles. The advances were made un- 
der many difficulties too as the land 
was hilly, covered with deep ravines 
and woods. And another thing, they 
had to pass through four of Ger- 
many's best organized systems of 
trenches, which they did. and were 
stubbornly resisted all the way. 
Guns And Emeny Machines. 
Another big accomplishment of the 
Yanks during those thirty days, was 
the capturing of 137 big guns, great 
stores of ammunition and war mater- 
ials including locomotives and motor 
cars. Since Sept. 26, they have fired 
more than 2.500,000 shells, sometimes 
150,000 shells were fired during the 
day. 

American Aviators and Anti-craft 
gufis have brought down 230 enemy 
machines and 23 enemy balloons since 
the latter part of September. 

There are over 40,000 engineer 
troops working day and night rebuild- 
ing shell shattered roads, using 
crushed rock from the villages des- 
troyed by the German shells. One 
of the most difficult tasks of the en- 
gineers, is the repairing of the roads 
and moving of troops, food and am- 
munition. 

The engineers had terrible times in 
building bridges over roads in the 
Argome where the Germans had 
fastened hundreds and hundreds of 
yards of barbed wire from tree to 
tree and it was impossible to cut it. 
Many of the roads in this territory 
were of black loan which became a 
morass in rainy weather and the en- 
gineers had to practically build 
bridges over many milas of such 
roads.

Epidemic Continues To 

Cut Coal Production. 

Inlliieiiza continues to affect unfav- 
orably the production of coal in many 
oi the important producing districts 
ol the country according to reports 
made to James I!, Wale, Director ot 
Production, l". S. Fuel Administra- 
tion Instead of following a contin- 
uous coarse, taking one district after 
another, the disease has appeared 
simultaneously in fields as far apart 
as Alabama, Pennsylvania and New- 
Mexico. 

In the Pittsburg district, for ex- 
ample, the Pittsburg Coal Company 
is short more than 14 II men from this 
i.ui-e, indicating a loss of more than 
1 u.nuu tons in Output In Westmore- 
land county there were approximate- 
ly .mho miner, idle through illness. 
This means a loss of about 10,000 
tons a day of highly essential gas 
coal. 

In the New River and Winding 
Guli districts of West Virginia, 
Production Manager K. K. White re- 
ports a loss of M,tll tons for the 
week ended October 111, due to the 
fact that both the mines and the 
railroads are short or workers. As 
many as ninety men from one mine 
have been ill at one tune, Mr White 
reports. George T. Brown, Produc- 
tion Manager in New Mexico, re- 
ports that for four weeks that mining 
districts has been seriously affected. 

Judge II t Selheimer, Production 
Manager in Alabama, says that many 
mines there have been closed while 
others were obliged to work on short 
time The result was noted in a pro- 
.Imt..,,, of MUM tons for the week 
ended October 111. or 5U.5:m tons less 
than for the week preceeding.

Soldiers And Sailors. 

Although the following packages do 
not go forward through the American 
Red Cross, the information may be 
useful in answering inpuires that will 
doubtless come to you. 
Christmas Packages For The Navy. 

Briefly stated, the regulations of the 
Navy for Christmas packages to be 
sent to sailors in home waters or a- 
broad are: 

i a ) Packages to sailors forw arded by 
parcel post must comply with the 
postal regulations and should be en- 
closed in substantial boxes with hing- 
ed or screw top to facilitate opening 
Uld inspecting 

(b) All boxes shipped by express are 
limited to twenty pounds in weight, 
should measure not more than two 
cubic feet in volume, be of wood, well 
■trapped and have a hinged or screw 
top to facilitate opening and inspect- 
ing. 

(c) All mail matter should be ad- 
dressed as now prescribed by the 
postal regulation!. All express pack- 
ages should be f >rwarded in care of 
Supply Officer, Fleet Supply Base. 
Tu cnty-nineth street and Third ave- 
nue. South Brooklyn, N. Y. (Of 
course, the man's name and rank 
should be on the package.) 

Id) No persihable food product other 
than those enclosed in cans or glass 
jars should be packed in parcel post 
or express shipments. 

(e) All packages must be plainly 
marked with the name and address ol 
the sender, together with a notation 
indicating the nature of the contents, 
as "Christinas box" or "Christmas 
present." 

(f) The supply officer at New York 
will cause each express package to 
be opened and carefully examined to 
see that nothing of an explosive or 
other dangerous character is forward- 
ed. 

The shipment of Christmas pack- 
ages for U. S. Navy vessels abroad 
should be made so as to reach New- 
York as early as possible, and not 
later than November 1.1th. 



THE RED CROSS 

BUILDS A VILLAGE 

One hundred families will soon be 
occupying as many four-room cot- 
tages in a village which the Ameri- 
can Ked Cross is building on a pic- 
turesque hillside just outside Le 
Havre, according to reports just 
received. 

EtrWry effort is being made to have 
the village, when complete, resemble 
a bit of Belgium transplanted to 
France. There will be the paved 
streets, electric lights and an up- to- 
date water-main system 

The village's population will be se- 
lected from the poorest of the refuge- 
es. No family with less than four 
children will be given a cottage. 

Kach cottage will have a garden 
and will rent for six dollars a month. 
Tenants who cannot pay for their 
cottages will be taken care oj by s,, un- 
charitable organization, but everyone 
who gets a cottage will be expected 
to work. 

The rent from the cottages, it has 
been figured, will pay the expense of 
running the town. 

There will be two Belgian schools 
with Helgian teachers; a Belgian 
priest. Belgian officials and one of the 
cooperative stores so popular in 
Belgium. 

The cottages are portable, and after 
the war ends they can be shipped to 
Belgium and set up in the native 
towns of the people occupying them

"At night they break down the 
doors to add terror to the misery off 
women nnd girls. Often I was obliged 
to fight for my life. Here In these 
provinces death gains on us every dny, 
because there la nothing left to eat.

Guillotine Trap Made Entirely of 
Metal. 

traps, sometimes called "guillotine" 
trui s, are of many designs, but the 
mors simply constructed are prefer- 
able. Prebabtj those made enllre'y 
of metal are the best, as they are 
more duntble. Traps with tin or sheet- 
Iron metal bases nre not 
met ded. 

Guillotine traps of the type 
should be bailed with small plot es of 
Vienna sausage (Wienerwurst) or 
fried bacon. A small section of an 
ear of corn is tin excellent bait if 
other grain Is not present. The trig- 
ger wire should be bent Inward to 
bring the bait lata proper position 
for the fall to str!':e the rat In the 
neck. 

Other Excellent Baits. 

Other excellent baits for rats and 
mice nre oatmeal, toasted cheese, 
toasted bread (buttered), fish, fish 
offal, fresh liver, raw toMCj pine nuts, 
apples, enrrots and com, and sun- 
flower, squash or pumpfcln seeds. 
Uroken fresh eggs are good bait nt 
8,11 seasons nnd ripe tomatoes, green 
cucumbers and other fresh vegetables 
nr* very tempting to the animals in 

winter. When seed, grain or i il Is 

used with a jrulUotlne trap. It is put 
on the trigger plate or the trigger 
wire may lie bent outward and tlie 
halt placed directly under It. 

Oatmeal (rolled oats) Is recirm- 

ni led as a halt ior guillotine traps 

made vvKh wooden base and trigger 
plate. These traps nre especially con- 
venient to use on ledges or other nur- 
dow tut rwis or at the openings of 
rat 
wl 

A common mistake la trapping for 
nils or mice Is to use only one or two 
traps when dozens are needed, For 
a btrge estiiblUhmont hnmlreds of 
trnps may be used to advantage and 
a dozen is none too many for an 
ordinary barn or .dwelling 
with rats. House mice are 
plclous than rats und are much inoro 
easily trapped.

Kdward I'cnlield. poster artist of 
New York, painted the picture, which 
shows a plownjau working in the fur- 
rows to produce food for the men in 
the trenches. Against a sunlit back- 
ground are seen the silhouetted fig- 
ures of soldiers in battle. 

Farmers Not To Fail. 

Food production problems are de- 
scribed as griming more acute with 
the progress of the war. the increas- 
ing demands for Intnl. the calling of 
more men to the army, anil other re- 
sults of America straining every nerve 
toward one objective. Itut Depart 
ment of Agriculture officials are as- 
sured m every mail ami from every 
section ,.f ti e country that the fann- 
ers are MM going to fail in their war 
task. Tanners have gone over the 
top for the period of the war. The 
new poster is intended to impress up- 
on people ot the tines ami towns the 
great importance ot accommodating 
agriculture in its requirements of 
labor, finance ami marketing. 



Farmers Place Recognized. 

The importance of the farmer in 
the organization of American re- 
sources to win the war was expressed 
by the Secretary of Agriculture in 
his recent apeal "to the patriots on 
the l.trnis" to go "over the top" this 
fall for ■ great harvest of wheat in 
IMfl In this appeal the Secretary

Use Farm Woodlands Wisely. 

Farm woodlands are being drawn 
upon for large tpianities of timber for 
war purposes. There is a big demand 
for logs of black walnut, white oak. 
I hickory, spruce, black locust, yellow 
birch, yellow popular, rock elm. ash. 
white cedar (in the Southern States); 
and also for the bark of chestnut, oak. 
and hemlock if near tannin-extract 
factories. Large, sound trees of these 
species should be cut and marketed 
for war purposes, and tinder no con- 
sideration tisetl for enrdwood except 
as their tops am! branches may be 
utilized t If tins purpose 

Farm woodland* are also furnishing 
perhaps double the ordinary amount 
of wood for fuel. This increased de- 
mand mat result in considerable and 
lasting damage to the woodlands un- 
less precautions are taken On the 
other hand, the cutting of cordwood 
affords each owner of woodland an 
opporunity to clear his land and put 
his timber in better condition. To ac- 
complish this idea to keep in mind is 
to remove for cord'.vood the poorer, 
less valuable trees, leaving the better 
ones to stand. In removing the fuel 
wood the greatest precaution should 
be taken not to injure the more valu- 
able trees or the young growth. 

Briefly, the material which should 
be removed is as follows: 

Sound sticks lying on the ground, 
including tops left in logging opera- 
tions, ami trees blown over by wind. 
Crushed down by snow or otherwise 
t ippled over; deatl trees which are 
sound ami still standing; trees which 
are diseased, or arc so seriously in- 
jured by insects that they will prob- 
ably die ; and also trees which are 
specially subject to serious disease or 
insect attack; crooked trees which are 
t row ding out straight ones; large old 
trees unsuitable for lumber, antl hav- 
ing big tops which shade out numer- 
ous smaller trees growing beneath 
them; small trees which arc overtop- 
ped and Stunted by larger and better 
ones; trees of the less valuable kind 
which arc crowding good trees of the 
more valuable kinds; trees which by- 
some chance are growing on ground 
unsuited t > them; slowly growing 
trees which are crowding out et|uallv 
valuable kinds that grow taster; trees 
badly hre-scarred at the butt, which 
usually become rotten, and are among 
the first to be blown over by heavy 
winds. 

The itlcal trees for cordwood are 
those which range from 4 to about 10 
inches in diameter. The yield of 
Cordwood from trees smaller than I 
inches in diameter is very slight, and 
trees larger than 10 inches in diameter 
are Usually more valuable for MUM 
other purpose unless they are de- 
fective. 

Time To Overhaul Machinery. 

The proper time tor overhauling 
fanning machines in during their 
period ol inactivity antl before the 
rush of spring work. If put off until 
needed, delay incident to getting re- 
pair parts promptly, press of other 
work, antl the hazy recollection of the 
past season's difficulties may hinder 
the efficient prosecution of this work. 

At the entl of the season's work it 
is>a plan well worth while to make out 
a schedule of needed repairs and ad- 
justments for a particular machine 
and file it in a convenient place, so 
when op|H>rtunity arises the work 
may be taken up antl prosecuted ex- 
peditiously. The machine itself re- 
presents capital invested. It should 
be housed prope.ly and not left in a 
fence corner or other out of the way 
place lor wooden parts to rot and 
metal parts to rust, which, even for 
short periods, may cause more deter- 
ioration than the season's use. 
Food Instead Of Flowers. 

A Virginia llorist. according to the 
report of the home demonstration 
agent, planted tomatoes this year in- 
stead of (lowers, so that he coultl help 
the food situation. He made arrange- 
ments through the home demonstra- 
tion agent with one of the club girls 
to can the tomatoes ON shares for the 
market. 

"He also wants someone to make 
pickles for market on shares," says 
the report of the agent. 

How To Grow Winter Greens. 

In the milder portion of the country 
it is possible by the aid of a cold 
frame to grow lettuce, radishes, spin- 
ach, kale, and parsley throughout the 
winter. The cold frame may be any 
size from three feet by six feet— this 
being the size of the standard cold 
frame sash— to six feet by any mul- 
tiple of three feet. A four-sash frame 

that is one 0 by l'J feet — would be 
large enough to supply the average 
family with winter

Frank Luke, who hns brought down 
11 enemy observation balloon* and 
one plane within a week. Luke vol- 
unteered for probably the most peril- 
ous air work, going out on stunts as- 
tonishing to his comrndes, and also 
probably astounding to the pnemy, 
writes FretlerW-k A. Smith In the Chi- 
cago Tribunp. 

I sought out thl* dpmlgnd of avia- 
tion who has become In a few day* 
the Amt'rit'iin nee of acps In balloon 
destruction, and found him to be a 
boy of nineteen, whose blue pye* show 
Ingenuous surprise when hp is nskpd 
nbout his exploits. His pntprprisps 
contribute to the fine record of Amer- 
ican nviiitnrs In this offensive. Sixty- 
three Rorhe planes have been downed 
In a week, nine of whlrh are nlready 

ofiiciuiij recoceM) tad :so balloons. 

Chicago Boy Downs One. 

Thorns C Taylor, son nf Judge Tay- 
lor of Chicago, dropped one, adding to 
his already fine record. Eddie Itlcken- 
backer, former auto nicer. Just out of

Washington, Oct. :st.— The 

allowance of two pounds monthly a 
person for householder* was increas- 
ed to three pounds monthly today by 
Food Administrator Hoover, effective 
tomorrow.

This relaxation of the restrictions 
plactd on the use of sugar four 
months ago was nia.de possible.
